THRILLING ADDRESS BY 
NATION'S GREATEST IMAN 


Lofty and Moving Words Came 


From Heart of Man Who 


Lately Faced Grim Death 


NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—Bearing no 
outw ard sign of the 
bullet 
in 
his 
breast, Theodore Roosevelt last night 
re-entered the campaign a t Madison 
Square Garden. He spoke for 40 min­ 
utes to the biggest m eeting 
he 
has 
ever w itnessed in New York and to one 
of the greatest gatherings th at has 
ever been seen in the historic audi­ 
torium. 
He delivered one of the most 
notable political addresses 
ever 
re­ 
corded in the history of political u tte r­ 
ances. 
More than 17,000 men and women, 
overw helm ingly Progressive, welcom­ 
ed him. A nother vast crowd of many 
thousands waited all evening outside 
in the hope th at they m ight catch a 
word or two from the Colonel as he 
departed. They were disappointed, for 
his physicians, fearing too great a tax 
on his strength, refused to perm it him 
to m ake more than one address. 
The crowd inside cheered 
for 
40 
minutes, when Roosevelt, ut tw enty 
minutes past 9 o'clock, led his guards 
into the garden, climbed the steps to 
the speaker's gallery, and stood be­ 
fore them. B andanas 
and 
Am erican 
flags waved Uke a moving forest. The 
shouts of the crowd and the drum m ing 
of thousands of heels on the 
floors 
drowned the band and every a ir that 
has been sung in the cam paign from 
“Everybody’s Doin' It'* 
to 
“Onward 
Christian 
Soldiers,’’ 
boomed 
forth 
when the enthusiasts w earied of plain 
cheering, or mooing like a moose, or 
of yelling “We w ant Teddy; we w ant 
Teddy." 
The great hall whose galleries and 
arched ceiling were completely hidden 
w ith bunting and huge flags, m ade a 
m arvelous picture 
as 
the 
Colonel, 
leaning over the speaker’s rail, raised 
his left hand in his first greeting. 
For three-quarters of an hour 
he 
stood there. Now and then, recognis­ 
ing a friend, he would make a little 
dash to the other end of the stand, 
a distance of tw enty feet, and wave 
his hand—alw ays his left—in greeting, 
aw akening 
successive 
outbursts 
of 
cheers, and bandanas and flags were 
set in motion by sections, 
till 
red 
flushes ran over the crowd like waves. 
The Colonel’s speech was pitched in 
a solemn and im pressive key. He made 
no direct allusion to the attack upon 
him. He made no attack upon any in­ 
dividual among his political foes. 
He 
nam ed no nam es save those of W ash­ 
ington, Lincoln, Jefferson and Jack­ 
son. 
W ith cheeks thinner than before the 
attack upon him, but with abundant 
color, with figure sturdy and 
erect, 
and with a voice that reached to ev­ 
ery part of the hall, the Colonel seem ­ 
ed the picture of health. All his ges­ 
tures, save one or two, 
were 
made 
w ith his left hand which, being far­ 
th est from his bullet wound, could 
be moved w ith impunity. 
The flashlights which were set off 
ut intervals during the address he fac­ 
ed w ithout wincing, though the flare 
of flame and detonation! m ust have 
rem inded him of the uight in Milwau­ 
kee two weeks ago Monday, when he 
had a narrow er escape 
from 
death 
than any man cares to go through. 
Col. 
Roosevelt 
was 
preceded 
by 
Senator Dixon, who presided; by Oscar 
Straus, the candidate 
for 
Governor, 
who has carried his fight on in New 
York, and by Governor 
Johnson 
of 
California, who has been carrying it 
through other states since the head of 
th e ticket has been confltned to his 
bed. 
For all these there were great re­ 
ceptions, particularly for Straus. 
In his speech ex-President Roosevelt 
said in part: 
Friends, perhaps once in a genera­ 
tion ; perhaps not so often, there comes 
a chance for the people of a country 
to play their part wisely and fearless­ 
ly in some great battles of the age— 
long w arfare for human rights. To our 
fath ers the chance came in the m ighty 
days of Abraham Lincoln, of the man 
who thought and tolled and suffered 
for the people with sad patience and 
kindly endeavor. To our forefathers 
the chance cam e in the troubled years 
th at stretched from the tim e when the 
first Continental Congress gathered to 
the tim e when W ashington w as tnau-
